He Takes the Northwest Intersection for 
102 Years at Rentals Ranging from 
$47,350 to $75,000 Annually=The Lat- 

ter Sum Gives to the Land a Value of 
$169 a Square Foot Transaction Made 
tor the Estate of Gen, H. L. Stewart 
«History of the Property. 
State street has once more distinguished 
itself. A star corner on that thoroughfare 


has b en leased at figures which will astound 


the people who have been predicting de- 
pression after the Fair. The property leased 
is the northwest corner of State and Wash- 
ington streets, known from its occupancy as 
the Peacock corner, and tne lessee is H. H. 
Kohisaat. The property has a _ frontage 
on State street off 91.5 feet 
and on Washington street of 90.1 feet. 
It runs back from State street to an 
alley and adjoing on the north a block of 
similar dimensions owned by John S. Borden 
The lease was made for the estate of, Gen. 
Hart L. Stewart, the interested heirs being 


Hannah M. Williams, Helen W. Johnson,, 


Stewart Patterson, and Fannie V. M. John- 
son. George M. Pullman, as representative 
of the interests of the three heirs first named, 
and Watson Matthews, representing the 
last named heirs, acted as trustees and 
were vested with authority to execute a lease 
for 102 years. This is really a ninety-nine 
year iease, taking effect May 1. 1896, anda 
provisional lease covering the three years be- 


‘ginning with last May. 


The block is under term leases ending in 
1896 to C. D. Peacock & Co., jewelers, W. H. 
Brown, a dealer in boots and shoes, Charles 
MacDonald, bookseller, and Lapp & Fler- 
sheim, a wholesale jewelry firm. These lessees 
pay annually $47,350, and by the terms of the

lease Mr. Kohlsaat guarantees the payment of 
this rental, the owners of the fee paying taxes 
and insurance until May 1, 1896. 

Rental to Be Paid. 

Beginning with that date the rental for five 
years is $57,500, for the next five years $65,- 
000, and for the remaining eighty-nine years 
$75,000 annually. As supplementary secu. 
rity for the payment of the yearly 
rental Mr. Kohlsaat has deposited with 
the Northern Trust company three trust 
deeds securing paper amounting to 
$116,000. He is required toexpend $100,- 
000 in remodeling the building within ten 
years from May 1, 1896. At the time the 


amount is expended the securities now in | 


escrow are to be returned. In case the pres- 


| ent building is remowed the bailding replac- 
ing it must be eight stories high of the most 


modern fireproof construction. 

The amount paid during the first three 
years by no means represents the income of 
the block. number of subleases have 
been made and the total rental at present is 
something like $71,000 a year. 

In capitalizing the value of a fee the ele- 
ment of present improvements is usually 
troublesome. In the present instance the 
value of the building is arbitrarily fixed at 
$100,000. Making allowance for the build- 
ing the lease establishes a land value of $1,- 
050,000 for the periodebet ween May 1, 1896, 
and May 1, 1901; of $1,200,000 
during the next five years, and 
of $1,400,000 during the remainder 
of the term. Front foot values are seldom 
quoted in the business district, but these 
values mean respectively $127, $145, and 
$169 a square foot. The lessee has an op- 
tion of an extension of the lease at the rental 
paid during the major purtion of the term. 


Exceeds Previous Valuations, 


The valuation of $169 ranks Chicago valua- 
tions so far established exceptin the case 
of what are termed keys, such as 
the northwest corner of Dearborn and 
Madison streets and the  correspond- 
ing corner of Madison and Clark 
streets. The northwest corner of State and 
Madison streets was recently leased to the 
leasehold trustees ata valuation of $101 a 
square foot. The fee of the State corner just 
south of the Stewart corner was sold in July 
by William E. Hale to Otto E. Young at $100 
a square foot. The Jerome property 
at the southwest corner of State and 
Quincy streets was sole to Levy Mayer 
early this year at $87 a square foot, only a 
trifle over one-half of the price now estab- 
lished a few blocks further north. 

Among other rectntly established valuations 
which may be of interest for comparison is 
that of $93 a square foot for the corner of 
La Salle and Monroe streets, on which the 
New York Life Building has been erected; 
$111 asauare foot for the southwest corner 
of Clark and Monroe streets; $144 
a square foot by the latest § transac- 
tion in which the Equitable Building corner 
at Dearborn and Washington streets figured, 
and $105 a square foot for the Quinlan cor- 
ner, Dearborn and Randolph streets. 

The agents interested in the Stewart prop- 
erty lease werd J. Grafton Parker & Co. and 
Sidney Williams, whose wife is one of the 
Stewart heirs. The legal description of the 
Stewart property is: Sub-lots 13 and 14 of 
Lots 1, 2, 7, and 8 of Block 37, original 
town.“ 

The lot has an interesting history and illus- 
trates the wonderful advance made by 
Chicago. 

History of the Property. 

Gen. Stewart bought it in 1844, paying for 
it $2,000 in “canal scrip,”’ which was then 
worth 25 cents on the dollar, making the pur- 
chase price $500. He built a small dwelling- 
house on the corner and lived there with his 
family for severalyears. The General was once 
asked why he did not buy more land there 
when it was so cheap. He replied: 

had all of that sand pile that I wanted, 
and wished I could sell it many times, My 
wife insisted on having a flower garden, and I 
was obliged to dig the sand away and then 
haul black earth from the swamps back of the 
house in order to create a little garden spot in 
the front yard. I thought the trouble and ex- 
pense were more than the place was worth.“ 

In 1850 Gen. Stewart moved his family 
away and built a three-story frame house on 
the corner, which was rented for store-rooms 
and dwellings for several families. Three 
years later some slight changes were made in 
the building, and it was used as a hotel called 
the St. James. The house was burned 
down in 1861 and then a five-story brick 

building was erected. The basement was used 
for stores, barber shops, ete., while the upper 
fidors were used as a hotel, and the building 
was called the St. James.“ 

After the fire the building now stand-

The party consisted of Somerset, Arthur 
Hungerford Pollen of Essex Court, Temple, 
London; Capt. Round of the Hudson Bay 
company, Dr. Dudley of Chicago, and Robert 
Ramsey, in addition to a party of five Indian 
guides, The Canadian Pacific railway was 
left at Edmunton, Then the party traveled 
200 miles north to Athabasca Landing, up 
Little Slave River to Lesser Slave Lake, and 
through other Hudson Bay posts, McDonald, 


Peace Landing, Dunraven to Pouce Prairie, 


where it entered the Rockies about 65° 
north and crossed via Pine River Pass. 
On entering the pass the Indians turned 
mutinous because the flour and provisions 
were running short. They were forced into 
accompanying the party, but were sullen and 
dissatisfied. Finally the provisions were re- 
duced to tea and tobacco. Then came exist- 
ence on horseflesh. After leaving McLeod 


the party went on to Stewart’s Lake and ca- 


noed down the Quesnelle River, and stage- 
coached the balance of the trip to Ashcroft on 
the Canadian Pacific railway. Somerset met 
his mother, Lady Henry Somerset, at Chi- 
cago, and she thought his living on horseflesh 
a great joke. Two grizzly bears and five 
black ones were killed, besides an abundance 
of smaller game. The party was out five and 
a half months. 

Fort Mtssocna, Mont., Nov. 22.—It is 
thought the Carlin hunting party, which had 
been given up for lost, is safe. A man by the 
name of Larson, living near Loto, camped 
with the party on the middle fork of the Clear- 
water about three weeks ago. Carlin and 
party, Larson says, were with a couple of 
French boys who were prospecting there, and 
were well supplied with food for the winter. 


PASSENGER TRAIN CHASED BY FREIGHT 


Terrible Race on the Union Pacific to 
Escape a Wild Train. 

Omana, Neb., Nov. 22.—The Union Pacific 
fast mail had a narrow escape last night on 
the Wyoming division from being crashed 
into by a runaway freight. The fast mail was 
booming along near Simpson and following it 
was a heavy freight train in charge of En- 
gineer Sadowsky. Striking a heavy grade 
there the freight gave a lurch forward and 
Sadowsky, who is a new engineer, lost 
control of the engine. In a few min- 
utes he saw. the lights of the 
rear of the mail and fearing a collision, 
jumped from the engine, followed by the fire- 
man. The conductor and brakemen, realiz- 
ing that something was wrong, began apply- 
ing the brakes. The operator at a small sta- 
tion, when the two trains dashed by, saw that 
the engine was running away and telegraphed 
the fact to Medicine Bow. When the fast 
mail stopped there to register the operator 
rushed out and told of the runaway train. 
Engineer Wright, with great presence of 
mind, sprang for his engine and opened the 
throttle wide and there ensued a mad race, 
which for a time threatened to end in a fright- 
ful tragedy. Conductor Rapp of ‘the freight 
finally managed to crawl over into the engine 
and soon brought the runaway to a stop and 
by his prompt action —— what would 
have been an awful wreck.

ACCIDENT AT INDOOR GAME OF BALL. 


Part of a Gallery at Paulina Hall Collapses 
mA Boy Seriously Hurt. 

Ed Whitney uf No. 17 Willard place was 
seriously hurt and one other boy in- 
jured by the collapse of part ofa gallery at 
Irving Hall, Paulina and Madison streets, last 
night. Irving Hall is a big two-story brick build- 
ing which was formerly a dancing school. Of 
late it has been let out for various purposes 
and last night was hired for a game of indoor 
baseball between the Lake Forests and Ir- 
vings. Quite a number of persons attended, 
and when the ground floor space was filled a 
number went into the gallery. This gallery 
was ten feet above the floor and was fronted 
by a flimsy wooden railing. Intorest in 
the game ran high and a number of 
gallery spectators rose from their seats 
and leaned over the rail to cheer their favor- 
ites. Shut out from sight many of those be- 
hind leaned on the shoulders of the front rank 
in order to see.

PLAN TO LIGHT COURT OF HONOR. 


Proposition to South Side Transit Lines to 
Pay for the Apparatus, 


South Park Commissioners have not yet 
‘decided on the sum they will demand from 
the World’s Columbian Exposition, in addi- 
tion to the Fair buildings, in consideration of 
all claims for damages to the park. It is 
said amounts reaching several hundred thou- 
sand dollars have been discussed. Commis- 
sioner Best said yesterday he had no doubt an 

reement would be reached. Influential 

orld’s Fair directors expressed a siinilar be- 
lief. They gaid they would not be disposed to 
gvibble over the amount. 

A suggestion was made tothe Park Com- 
missioners yesterday that the Illinois Central, 
Alley L.“ and City railway companies be 
asked to equip the Court of Honor with an 
electric plant and furnish electric fountains 
in place of those which have been removed. 
It was pointed out that if the Court of Honor 
were illuminated as it was last summer and if 
the fountains were operated the park would 
be a Mecca for thousands of people summer 
nights. The transportation companies would 
probably have to run extra trains to carry 
the people. The North Chicago street rail- 
road company, it was said, got back the cost 
of Mr. Yerkes’ electric fountain in Lincoln 
Park in fares of people carried to see it. The 
cost of the plant at Jackson Park would be 
greater than the ovtlay at the North Side 
park, but it would be divided among three 
companies, and as sentiment and affection 
would be elements in the drawing power of 
Jackson Park the monetary benefits of the 
South Side transit companies would be corre- 
spondingly greater, 

Around the edge of the Grand Basin, witb- 
out counti those on the Music Hall, 
Peristyle, Casino, Manufactures, and Agri- 
cultural Buildings, there were 2,400 lights. 
Counting those along the buildings mentioned 
there were 6,321 lights. If the Administra- 
tion and Electricity Buildings and Machinery 
Hall be counted in there were between 9,000 
and 10,000 lights. The maintenance of 10. 
000 lamps, it was said by an official of the 
Westinghouse company, would cost 6-10ths 
of a cent an hour for each lamp or $60 an 

hour for the 10,000 lights. This would in- 
clude all the costs of. machinery, etc. From 
another official of the same company it was 
learned it would cost S 125,000 to replace the 
entire outfit of illuminating plant and lights 
for the Court of Honor. Of this sum the ma- 
chinery would cost $50,000, the wires and 
lamps $40,000, and the work of construction 
$35,000. 

Commissioner Best sald: The idea is first- 
class. The Park Commissioners have no 
funds to illuminate the Court of Honor. The 
railways could do it as an investment, and a 
wise one. They would get their money back 
in a short time. Weought to have musi¢ in 
the park summer deys and nights. I believe 
it should be made as attractive as possible, 
and in such belief only express the wish of 
the public so farasIcan read it. The park 
with the buildings will draw ple to Chi- 
cago from every direction. erefore it will 
benefit Chicago. There will be more driving 
there thau ever before.“ 

Not the least attractive feature of the park 
will be the lagoons. It was suggested to the 
Commissioners that electric launches and 
boats might ply on these waters under com- 
mission auspices, to the delight of the public 
and benefit of the park. 

2 re is nothing like a water feature to 
draw crowd to a park,” said Mr. Best.

HYDE-PARKERS ADOPT RESOLUTIONS. 


They Want to Continue the Exposition 
Next Summer. 
Residents of Hyde Park and the territory 
adjacent to Jackson Park met last night at 
Rosalie Hall and passed the following resolu- 
tions: | 
Resolved, That the South Park Commissionérs 
are requested to leave Jackson Park in possession 
of the Board of Directors until March 1 next. 
Resolved, That we are in favor of the preserva- 
tion of the main buildings in Jackson Park and 
of the Court of Honor for two years at least, and 
for so much longer time as may hereafter be 
thought advisable. : 
Resolved, That we are in favor of a popular 
subscription for the purpose of supply the 
Park Commissioners with a suitable fund for the 
preservation of the buildings and for beautifying 
the grounds immediately surrounding the same: 
also that the Board of Directors of the Exposi- 
tion be requested to make an appropriation for 
the same purpose. at iS 
esolved, That we are in favor of continning 
the Columbian Exposition during the summer o 
1804. 


Two hundred persone were present. Ald. 
O’Neill presided and Judge Waite read the 
resolutions. Judge Waite said, although the 
Park Commissioners had changed their posi- 
tion, it was well that the voice of the people 
be heard. Ald. O'Neill advocated the reten- 
tion of the White City, but deprecated resolu- 
tions which provided for a continuance of the 
Fair, saying fresh legislation would be needed 
to secure it and the attendance of exhibiters. 

Elliott Durand,in a speech favoring the 
preservation of the buildings, gave some data 
as to the cost. He said: 

The composition on the outside of the Trans- 
portation Buil is what is known as Fitz- 
gerald’s plaster. This was put on wet in large 
sheets, while the staff on the other buildings 
was made in molds, dried, and then nailed on. 
The opinion of the expert in that line is that a 
preservative can be applied. A good linseed oil 
paint would probably preserve the staff. A soa 
mixture of some kin t was put on the sta 
bas, to a certain extent, caused the disintergra- 
tion of the material, but the expert thinks it 
could be still preserved. Hethinks the average 
cost would be perhaps 510.000 for each building, 
or from $40,000 to $50,000 to preserve all the 
buildings around the Court of Honor. The ob- 
ject in I soap mixture on the buildings 
was to get them into a presentable shape as soon 
as possible at a minimum of expense. The build- 
ings on which linseed oil paint was used have 
stood the test of time thus far. : 

There was some opposition to the resolution 
providing for the extension of the ordinance 
relative to the occupancy of the grounds by 
the World’s Fair. Two or three representa- 
tives of labor organizations insisted that they 
should not be kept out-of the park. One in a 
vigorous — 1 said the White City was a 
white elephant. But the opposition was small 
in numbers and after the meaning of the first 
resolution was explained there were but three 
or four votes against it. After the vote was 
taken on the third resolution Judge Waite in- 
troduced the last, which was passed with en- 
thusiasm.

TOWN SEEKING A COMBINATION. 


Incidents in the Life of the Man Con- 
ceived-the Pian to Move the Big u- 
factures Building from Jackson Park 
to the Lake-FronteReal Estate the 
Basis of His Wealth—Confident That He 
Will Achieve Success in His Undertak- 
ing. | 

Washington Porter, ho wants to move the 

Manufactures Building down to the Lake- 

Front, if he were dressed in the traditional 

costume, would look like the miner of 49 por- 

trayed in stories of the Sierras. He might 
also be selected asa subject by an artist who 
wanted to picture the President of a big rail- 
road. He has been a farmer, soldier, Western 
boomer, railroad man, fruit-grower, and real 
estate operator, and has taken excursions on 
other side lines of commerce and speculation. 

Heis one of Chicago’s opulent citizens, a 

typical Westerner, and withal a character. 

He was born and raised on a farm in Boone 

County, Illinois. In 1862, at the age of 16,

he enlisted in an Illinois infantry regiment 
and served in Grant’s army in the West. He 
was in the Red River expedition and took part 
in the siege of Vicksburg. In a fight on the 
Mississippi he was wounded, and draws for 
the injury a pension of $4a month. In 1865 
he was mustered out and returned to Boone 


County. He leased a farm, because, he says. 


he did not know what else to do. 
Why He Came to Town, . 

A year later Porter moved to town. He 
telis how it came about as follows: 

I wore out two teams every day and worked 
myself from 4 o’clock in the Ir until 9 at 
night. If I had 15 cents in cash I thought I was 
lucky. One day the reaper broke. I drove into 
Belvidere to get it fixed and walked around 
town while the blacksmith was at work. There 
were fellows wearing clean white shirts and 
blacked shoes sitting around, I noticed, jingling 
something in their pockets. They didn’t seem to 
toil cr spin. I says to myself there's a combina- 
tion here and I don’t understand it. I made up 
my mind to find it. 

went back to the farm and advertised an auc- 
tion sale, got rid of everything, growing crop and 
all, for $4,800, and went to lvidere ora 
year I went to night school, looking all the time 
for that combination. One day I heard two men 
dickering with the livery stable keeper for his 
place. They offered him land in Iowa in 
trade. I waited my chance offe 
the man 54.700 cash, and he took it. 
A day or two afterI got the stable a party of 
oung — going to Rockford wanted two four- 
orse sleighs. r 520 for each. They 
were only two four-horse drivers in town. One 
was the constable and he was in Chicago. 1 
never drove a four-horse team, and I'd have bet 
41 would kill the P but I wanted the 
20, and I didn’t tellthem. I got to Rockford 
all right and that gave my stable a boom. The 
first year I took in $5,500, Then I sold the sta- 
ble, building, and grounds for $6,840, the stock for 
$4,800, and the best team and harness for $650, 
and began to think I had found part of the com 
bination. I concluded to move to Chicago. Un- 
cle Saunders said: Wah, they’re all wicked 
men in Chicago. They'll get your financial skin 
and nail it up.“ But Im up my mind to come, 
That was in 1869. I have been here ever since. 
Found the Whole Combination. 


Apparently he succeeded in finding the bal. 
ance of the combination here. His real 
estate holdings are said to exceed in value 
$1,000,000. He began dabbling in real es- 
tate in 1878. Prior to that he was in the 
fruit business with his brother, F.C. Porter. 
The firm is said to have been the first to ship 


he got into real estate he bought in all 
divisions of the city. One of his purchases 
was land at the corner of Cottage Grove ave- 
nue and Thirty-first street. is brother 
joined him in the deal, Washington Porter's 
investment in the property amounted to $17,- 
500, the city making an allowance when 
Rhodes avenue was cut through. One day an 
insurance solicitor called on Portér and in- 
formed him that he had come to insure his 
life and had great inducements to offer. 

All right.“ said Porter, “I’ve got an in- 
surance company also. If you can beat it 
you can write me for $100,000 now.”’

The other is that we need a 
great building for conventions. I’m going to 
get that building on the Lake-Front if it takes 
five years. . 

Kraus Forming an Opinion; 


Corporgtion Counsel Kraus is examining 
the legal phase of the proposition to remove 
the Manufactures Building to the Lake-Front. 
He said yesterday he would not be ready to 
hand his ppinion to the Council committee 
for several days. I will say this much,“ he 
ventured, ‘The building can be moved to 
the Lake-Front if the owners of property 
abutting on Michigan avenue will consent.“ 

Washington Porter had a conference yester- 
day with a representative of the Michigan av- 
enue property-owners. He thinks there will 
be no serious opposition from that quarter. 
Mr. Porter says if Fair buildings are retained 
at Jackson Park fora ethe plan of re- 
moving the Manufactures Building will not 
be interfered with. We can wait,“ he 
said. The city needs the building, but a 
couple of years will make no difference.”

Battery company. As far as gan be judged 
from the first day's work the car seems a com- 
plete success. The owners and inventors of 
the new car say they have solved the problem 
of making the storage battery a commercial 
success, and that their car will prove that 
storage batteries can be operated much cheap- 
er than other electric systems. | 

Officers of the General Street Railway com- 
pany say, if the new motor proves the success 
its owners claim, the entire overhead system 
with which the Twenty-second street line is 
equipped will be abandoned and the line fur- 
nished with storage battery cars. 

The superior advantages of the storage bat- 
tery for street-car use have long been recog- 
nized. The one great disadvantage has been 
the cost of operation. The majority of the 
batteries which have been so extensively tried 
for traction have been equipped with common 
lead cells and could not be made to last more 
than sixty days under continuous use. The 
cost of renewing the cells at so frequent in- 
tervals was the only objection to the system. 

Claims for the Storage Battery. 

H. C. Porter, manager of the Globe Stor. 
age Battery company, who operated the new 
car yesterday, said the improvement claimed 
for the car was in the positive plates, on which 
the Globe company holds a patent. Instead 
of wearing out in sixty days he says they seem 
to grow better with usage, and that the cells 
in use yesterday had been in continuous oper- 
ation for four months and showed no signs of 
failure or wear. Mr. Porter says his car will 
run 125 miles with one charge, and chat other 
cars can seldom be made to run over 

miles successfully. The weight 
car is less than that 
of an ordinary trolley car and the cost of 
changing a trolley car to the storage battery 
system will be under $300. e new car 
was built by the Pullman company and fur- 
nished with improved Peckham trucks. It 
moves without the oscillation peculiar to 
electric cars. Aside from the noticeable ab- 
sence of the unsightly trolley-pole there is 
little to distinguish it from other electric 
ca 


rs.

LOUIS 0. KOHTZ TAKES HIS SEAT, 


He Succeeds William Boldenweck in the 
Board of Education. 

Louis O. Kohtz,; the Lake View insurance 
man, who was appointed by the Mayor Swift 
Monday night to succeed William Bolden weck 
as member of the Board of Education, made 
his appearance in the board room at 
last night’s meeting and was formerly in- 
stalled in his new office. He was introduced 
by Mr. Boldenweck.

Considerable discussion was aroused over a 
proposition to pay three physicians to visit 
schools and vaccinate school children. The 
Committee on School Management reported 
that it had an interview with Dr. Reynolds of 
the Health Department and would recom- 
mend that Supt. Lane be instructed to con- 
sult with the Commissioner of Health and 
make such arrangements as will assure them 
that all pupils attending the public schools of 
the city are properly vaccinated. Mrs. Flow- 
er wanted to know it was not the duty 
of the Health Department officials 
to do all the vaccination required in the city. 
Mr. Lindblom objected strongly to any prop- 
osition from the Board of Education to pay 
for the services of physicians who will do the 
work for the Health Department. Then he 
wanted some limit as to the age of the chil- 
dren who are to be vaccinated. Dr. Bluthardt 
said there was not so much smallpox in the 
city that the Health Departmeat could not at- 
tend to it. Mr. Duggan said the visit of a 
doctor to a school-house would scare the chil- 
dren to death, and do more harm than good. 
To meet this objection, Mr. Badenoch amend- 
ed the report providing that the physicians 
should vaccinate all pupils who do not pre- 
sent certificates of vaccination from the fam- 
ily physicians within ten days, and providing 
further that the expenditure for the purposes 
shall not exceed $500.

SHIPPING POOL AN ASSURED FACT. 


Causes of the Movement for Consolidating 
All the Lake Interests. 

Wror Surexior, Wis., Nov. 22. The gigan- 
tic combination of the lake shipping interests 
which center here and at Buffalo is now a 
project which has passed beyond meré idle 
talk of possibilities and entered upon the 
stage of nearly an assured fact, The depres- 
sion of lake rates the last season has been the 
strongest factor which has influenced the ves- 
selmen in.moving for a consolidation of their 
interests. The American Steel Barge com- 
pany, builders of the noted whalebacks, will 
almost certainly come in with its already im- 
mense tonnage, which isto be largely in- 
ereased for the coming season. 

It is no secret now that such a projéct is on 
foot, as is demonstrated by an interview with 
Capt. Angus McDougall, the father of the 
whaleback system. He instances the fact that 
several of the largest and finest stee! steamers 
on the lake cannot clear fixed. charges, let 
alone wages, fuel, ete. | 

As an example the Captain mentioned the 
S. 8. Curry and the Centurion, valued at 
$260,000, a low estimate. Fixed charges in- 
clude interest, insurance, and outside risks, 
depreciation and repairs, footing up in all 
about 15 per cent. This amounts to $89,000 
on the above low valuation of the boats. Sup- 
pose such a vessel. makes twenty trips of 
3,900 tons each trip it does remarkably well. 
Sigty. thousand tons at ninety cents, less 
twenty cents for trimming and unloading, is 
542.000, but the average ore rates have been 
lower than this during the season. sometimes 
as low as fifty cents per ton. Cost of fuel, 
wages, and provisions is about as much more. 
These facts cause the effort to restore rates 
and apportion the freight. 


TO BUILD THE ELECTRIC AIR LINE, 


Another Meeting at Cleveland at Which 


Moneyed Men Look at Pians. 

CiEveLaND, O., Nov. 22.—Another meeting 
of men jnterested in the plans for the pro- 
posed electric air line between New York and 
Cnicago was held at the home of Dr. Joseph 
C. Anderson, No. 1019 Euclid a venue tonight. 
After the meeting Dr. Anderson said only pre- 
liminary work had been done. The objects of 
the meeting were the unfolding of the plans, 
which are yet in a fragmentary shape, and 
the inspection of devices for the buiiding and 
equipment of a long electric line on which 
high speed could be maintained with~safety. 
A number of moneyed men have looked over 
these plans and devices and become satisfied 


the scheme is feasible. Some of 
them have indicated their willingness 
to take a financial interest in the 
road. Nothing definite, however, was ac- 


complished at meeting today. Dr. Ander- 
son says he is confidént the road will be built, 
and that within a short time. Patents have 
been applied for covering all the devices to be 
used. Several routes are under contempla- 
tion, but none has been decided upon, aor 
has any effort been made to secure a right of 
way. Estimates have been solicited for 
building parts of the road from the King Iron 
Bridge company, the Carnegie company, and 
others, and to this extent only is Carnegie in- 
terested. Dr. Anderson was unwilling at the 
present time to name t men interested in 
the project with himself, but said they, with 
others, who would join them, were abundant- 
ly able to push the road through. The esti- 
mated cost in round nnmbers is $100,000,- 
000. 


MINT EMPLOYE IS FOUND GUILTY, 


Ex-Chief Weigher Henry S. Cochran Is 
Declared to Be Sane. . 
Puruapetpuia, Pa., Nov. 22.—Ex-Chief 
Weigher Henry S. Cochran, for twenty-four 
years an employé of the Philadelphia mint, 
was tried and found guilty today before Judge 
Butler in the United States Circuit Court of 
larceny and embezzlement in the taking of 
$130,000 worth of gold bars in the mint. 
The discovery was made when $16,000,000 
‘in gold bars was reweighed Sept. 4 last, and 
suspicion was attracted to Cochran by his un- 
explained anxiety, He subsequently made a 
confession and partial restitution. These 
facts were presented by counsel for the gov- 
ernment, who attempted to offset the claim 
that Cochran was insane. There was no de- 
tense presented by Cochran’s counsel,’ but a 
number of witnesses were heard, — 2 
Superintendent of the Mint Bosbyshell, 
H. Cobb, Chief Clerk of the mint, and Chief 
Drummond of the Secrét Service. The jury 
rendered a verdict of guilty without leaving 
the box. Sentence was deferred,

Two Big Corp¢rations to Be Formed for 
Work in West Virginia. 
Crxycrmnati, O., Nov, 22.—Fwo vast corpo- 
rations will be formed in this city shortly with 
a capital of over*$1,000,000. The projectors 
of the scheme are William M. Greene,“ the 
General Manager of the Chicago, Hamilton 


and Dayton railroad company; C. 
Morris, one of the largest coal 
dealers of Cleveland; and J. W. 
Ellsworth, the coal king of Chicago. Twenty- 


five thousand acres of land on the Gauley 
River, in West Virginia, have been purchased 
which contains some of the richest coal and 
timber lands in the State. Coal and lumber 
companies will be organized with a capital 
stock of $600,000 each, and the stockholders 
will be made up of men owning the tract. The 
cost of mining will be comparatively small, 
as no shafts are necessary, the miners simply 
having to enter the hills but a short distance 
to get at the beds of coal. The owners of the 
property believe the revenue from the lumber 
will for many years be enormous, as oak and 
poplar are always in demand.

today.

It was the Ehglish engine's 
maiden trip, it having had steam made in 
it only the night before.

Murphy or Battle, which will be Mayor? ig 
the question of all questions at present in 
Avrora. John C. Murphy has had possession 
of the office since April. James Battle claims 
he was counted out by certain clerks and 
judges of election and for six months has 
been fighting for his rights in the courts, 
Some of the brightest lega! lights of the Kane 
County bar have puzzled their brains over 
the complicated situation. The final plead. 
ings have been made, and County Judge 
Sherwood has the case under advisement, 
His decision will deal with several questions 
of more than local interest, among others be. 
ing several mooted interpretations of the new 
ballot law and the standing in court of elec. 
tion returns and ballots. The Judge’s decis. 
ion is not expected before next Tuesday. 

The case which has been of such interest 
and importance to the citizens of Aurora has 
some peculiarities distinctly its own. Besides 
being the first contested election in Kane 
County it is between stalwart Republicaas 
and the Democrats are quietly enjoying the 
factional fights which are the outcome. No 
vital corporate or political interests are at 
stake. The men who are behind the prosecu- 
tion claim they are working in the interest of 
the purity of the ballot and good govern- 
ment 

The Mayoralty election last spring was one 
of the hottest the city ever had. There were 
four candidates for the place, John C. 
Murphy, James Battle, John P. Callan, and 
S. E. Shepardson. Shepardson, Prohibition- 
ist, was the only candidate who represented 


any political party, the campaign being con- 


ducted almost entirely on non-partisan lines, 
He cut no figure in the election, his 
vote being light. Callan was an independent 
candidate, drawing largely from Murphy's 
following, and polled a fairly large vote. The 
main contest was between Battle aud Mur- 

hy. Battle represented the conservative 

usiness-men, while Murphy was the choice 
of the younger element in local politics. Both 
men are clean, able, and close neighbors in 
the same ward.

Under the new election law there was some 
doubt of the legality of holding a non-partisan 
convention.

Flee for Their Lives. 

Vicrorta, B. C., Nov. 22.—[{Special,]—

Smoke was 
also seen issuing from the old crater and most 
alarming subterranean noises were heard on 
every hand. The accumulation of lava on the 
mountain reached and grew above the limit 
line of former years and commenced 
its descent upon the village of Banque Rahan. 
Little property was saved, however, and the 
greater part of the town) now lies beneath un- 
even lakes of cooling lava, where a few weeks 
since was a busy town and prosperous settle- 
ment. The whole surface of the mountain by 
the 11th was buried deeply in ashes and lava. 
At last advices, the morning of the 12th, the 
eruption was practically over, though there 
were signs of a renewal. | No statement even 
approximate could be formed as to the fatal 
ities.

THE OOUNOIL OOMMITTEE PLAOES 
YERKES’ AMENDMENTS ON FILE. 


Ald. Ryan, Who Introduced Them, Declares 
Against the Overhead Electric Wires in 
Business Districts — Drainage Board 
Meets and Hears Proposition from R. 
FP. McCormick Co, Bondsmen=—More 
Right-of-Way for the Canal Is Secured= 
Asks for Appropriation for Vaccination. 


The Council Committee on Railroads yeater- 
day placed on file the amendments to 
ordinances under which Mr. Yerkes might 
turn all his present street car lines into over- 
head electric systems. The amendments were 
introduced by Ald. Michael Ryan and pro- 
vided that the owners of the franchises might 
at their discretion transform any or all of the 
present lines into electric lines, using the over- 
head trolley system of propulsion. 

When the committee met yesterday all the 
members were present. The Clerk read the 
Yerkes ordinance and then Ald. Ryan claimed 
the floor and said: The measure was handed 
to me by Mr. Wharton, whom I knew, of 
course, to be connected with the street car 
movements. But I did not read the docu- 
ment. I did not know what it contained 
until it was read in the Council. Iam op- 
posed to electric lines in the densely popu- 
lated districts of the city, and I move you that 
we recommend it be placed on file.”’ 

There were no other speeches, and the vote 
showed every one in favor of the prorosition. 
The committee will report next Monday 
night, recommending that the ordinance be 
placed on file. 

It is the opinion of at least one Alderman 
that Mr. Yerkes introduced the measure sim- 
ply to arouse antagonism to the plan for the 
purpose of killing the ordinances of similar 
nature introduced in favor of the Chicago 
City railway company, and that he never de- 
sired or expected his ordinances to be passed. 
**l am certain Mr. Yerkes never expected his 
ordinances to pass the Council,” said this 
Alderman. “He introduced his measure 
therefore simply to arouse antagonism to 
electric lines.”’ 

Whether this effect will be achieved or not 
is a question. Ald. Noble, Chairman of the 
Committee on Streets and Alleys South, to 
which the South Side ordinances were re- 
ferred, does not think the cases parallel. 
„The Chicago City railway has, I under- 
stand, petitions from property-owners along 
the streets on which it is desired to run elec- 
tric cars, asking that they be run,“ he said. 
“The committee would have taken up the 
ordinances at the meeting Monday, but Mr. 
Grinnell asked me not to take up the consid-

NO PRIZE FIGHT IN FLORIDA. 


Attorney-General Lamar Expounds. the 
Law in Clean, Terse Style, 


TALLAHASSEE, Fla., Nov.22.—[{Special. In an 
interview today Attorney-General Lamar gave 
the following as his official construction of the 
statutes with reference to prize fighting in Flor- 
ida: Prize fighting is unlawful in this State 
and prize fighters may be punished either 
under the Florida revised statutes (Sec. 
2. 415) or under the common law. . While 
prize fighting is not a distinctive offense at 
common law. yet the combatants could 
be indicted and punished for assault, affray, or 
riot, according to circumstances, and the spec 
tators who should attend and aid, cheer on, and 
encourage the prize fight can, in this State, be 
indicted and punished also. There is no weak- 
ness in our statute, and if the proposed Mitchell- 
Corbett flaht should occur in Florida and the

ictment will hold them securely to punishment. 
Our statute is the stronger because it does not de- 
neunce prize fighting.

BUT THE POTATOES WOULD NOT BOIL, 


The Height of the Mountain Causes the 
2 Water to Boil Readily. 

New Orleans Times-Democrat; ‘Cold boil- 
ing water, indeed! Boiling water is the hot- 
test kind of thing. Don't I know? Haven't 
I scalded my fingers more than once with wa- 
ter from the teakettle?’’ 

James is right, and yet he is wrong. Boil- 
ing water is not always tery hot water, in 
spite of his painful experience. 

This is the way it happens. 

When water boils ordinarily it is because 
great heat has separated the tiny particles of 
the water, forcing upward and outward in 
lively bubbles the air which is contained in 
them. This is done in spite of the downward 
pressure of the atmosphere. After the water 
has become hot enough to boil it can get no 
hotter, because the air escapes as fast as it is 
sufficiently heated to do %. 

There nee places onthe earth where the 
pressure of the atmosphere upon the water is 
eo slight that it requires but little heat to push 
apart the particles and set free the air bubbles 
which are confined in the water, so it begins 
to boil before it becomes very hot. It ought 
hardly to be called cold water, perhaps, but 
it is certainly far from being as hot as ordi- 
nary boiling water. This state of things is 
found on alt high mountain tops, as the at- 
mosphere grows weaker and its pressure less 
as one ascends. 

A gentleman traveling ata great elevation 
in the Andes Mountains put some potatoes in 
a pot of water overa hot fire. The water be- 
gan to boil almost immediately, but the pota- 
toes did not cook. All the afternoon and all 
night the water bubbled and boiled, but still 
the potatoes were not cooked, The boiling 
water was not hot enough,

Some years ago while in London he at- 
tended a private dinner at Seyd’s house. Dur- 
ing the course of the conversation the ques- 
tion of the ecorruptibility of various forms of 
government came up. Mr. Sevd made some 
remark to the effect that the Government of 
the United States was not above influence. 
After the other guests had departed Messfs. 
Seyd and Luckenbach while chatting over a 
cigar recurred to the subject, and Seyd made 
the statement that he had been supplied with 
£100,000 to influence Congressiona! action 
on the silver question, and had accomplished 
his purpose by securing the secret action of 
1873. 

Luckenbach’s statement was wholly volun- 
tary and he received no reeoinpense for it di- 
rectly or indirectly. He appeared to be speak- 
ing the truth and referred to Erastus Wiman 
and other prominent men for his business stand. 
ing and to show that his busmess called him 
to Europe at least oncea year. Mr, Patter- 
son took down hisstatement, and Luckenbach 
agreed to make an affidavit to it. They went 
before Clerk Miller of the Colorado Supreme 
Court, where Luckenbach made his affidavit. 
That is all the court connection there is to the 
matter. 

So many things have arisen to indicate the 
untruthfulness of the story that it has prac- 
tically been put aside as untrustworthy though 
its use in the first instance was in perfect good 
faith. The Luckenbach who made the affida- 
vit lives in New York City at present. F. A. 
Luckenbach still holds that his brother told 
nothing but the truth. . 

Sir Moreton Frewen has been in Denver for 
a week. He pooh-poohs the story as utterly 
absurd. The following letter from him has 
been published here: 

The entire storv lacked the appearance even of 
respectability. The statement made was that 
Mr. Sevd had been commissioned by the directors 
of the Bank of England to bribe and corrupt 
Congress. The governor of the Bank of England 


and the directors of that bank are, strange as it 
may seem, never bankers: under the charter no 


banker is eligible. The governor and di. 
rectors are selected from the chief 
merchants of London, and ropro- 


sent generglly just these business elements in 
our community which have suffered most severe- 
ly by all these recent anti-silver tricks. But the 
references to Mr. Soyd have been especially pain- 
fal to those of us who have found our very 
earliest instructions in the strong anti-mono- 
metallic writings of that distinguished merchant 
and author. I should be grateful if you would 
reproduce the inclosed letter sent to the New 
York Sun by the present Ernest Seyd. 

I have always supposed thatthe surreptitious 
demonetization of 1873 was manipulated by a 
clique of silver speculators who knew of the 
change of standard impending in Germany, 
and who knew that a bear raid on silver se- 
curities. such as Indian “rupee loans” and Aus- 
trian silver rentes, would fill their pockets, but 
possibly this view is incorrect and that the act of 
1878 was consummated by one or another of your 
permanent officials at Washington who thought 
that it would be a great advantage to the United 
States if they — sneak it unbeknown into the 
currency conditions which obtained in England.

Statements have been circulated for some 
time past in the press of the United States that 
the late Ernest Seyd went to Washington in 1872 
atthe instance of a powerful clique of financiers 
with £100,000, in order to bribe members of 
Congress to vote for the demonetization of silver. 
I trust you will allow me to assure you the story 
is an entire fabrication, Mr. Sevd never havi 
been in the States sinee 1856. Thé absurdity o 
this myth is the more apparent as my father had 
always been an ardent champion of silver, and 
was the first totake up the silver cause in En- 

land against the prevuiling doctrinism hore, as

SECRETARY CARLISLE ON “™ MONEY.” 


The principal specch at the annual ban- 
quet of the New York Chamber of Com- 


merce Tuesday night was made by Mr. Car- 
lisle, the Secretary of the Treasury. It was a 
sound and forcible exposition of the real value 
of money and its use in international com- 
merce. The chief points made were the fol- 
lowing: Money and its representatives con- 
stitute the tools of commerce. Nis not pos- 
sible to do good work with imperfect instru- 
ments, and if it be attempted evil conse- 
quences follow. A very large part of our. 
people find constant and profitable employ- 
ment in the production and transportation of 
commodities for sale and consumption in 
other countries. The prices of many of our 


products are fixed in foreign markets, and 


without exception these are fixed in the 
markets of countries having a gold standard 
or measure of values. Of the 1,700 millions 
of our foreign trade last year more than 1,100 
millions was with the people of Europe, 
while with the whole of Asia it amounted to 
a little over 100 millions, and with all the 
countries of South America it was only 46 
millions, this ineluding Brazil, which has a 
single gold standard. This country not long 
could maintain its present position as one of 
the most important members of the great 
community of commercial nations unless we 
preserve a monetary system substantially in 
accord with that of,the other principal nations. 
There can be no international legal tender 
without an international agreement, but there 
must always be a common basis upon which 
bargains are made and a common currency 
in which balances are settled. Any one coun- 
try may establish a currency for itself and for 
the use of its own people in their domestic 
trade, but the value of that currency will be 
ultimately fixed by the international standard, 
whatever that may be. The stamp on its coins 
attests their weight and fineness, but adds 
nothing whatever to their intrinsic value or. 
to their exchangeable value in the markets 
of the world. Hence a nation cannot aug- 
ment its stock of money to any extent by an 
overvaluation of either gold or silver in its 
coinage laws. The number of its nominal 
dollars, shillings, or franca may be so in- 
creased, but the actual value cannot be thus 
changed. No act of Congress or other legis- 
lative body can repeal or alter the laws of 


finance, and every attempt to do so must re- 


sult in disaster sooner or later. 

We must conduct aur international trade 
upon such basis as the general judgment of 
the commercial nations may establish, or re- 
linquish a large part of our share in the com- 
merce of the world. We cannot possibly 
change this situation. Hence the only prac- 
tical question is if it would be better to estab- 
lish by law an inferior kind of money for use 
at home exclusively and another kind for use 
abroad, or to have all our money good enough 
for use in every market where our people 
trade. The people of the United States have 
aright to demand just as good money for 
domestic use as for foreign trade, and as 
much of it as may be necessary to carry on 
their business regularly and profitably. They 
have nothing to gain by any other kind of 
money. ‘The question whether the obligations 
of the United States will be paid in coin cur- 
rent in all the markets of the world already 
has been settled, and for alł time to come. It 
has been settled by the spirit and obvious pur- 
pose of the whole body of existing legislation 
bearing on the subject, by the deliberate 
judgment of the American people, and the 
declared purpose of those who have been in- 
trusted with the execution of the laws. ‘The 
disposition and ability of the government to 
maintain its own eredit at the highest possible 
standard, and to preserve the integrity of all 
the forms of currency among the people, can- 
not be reasonably doubted, and ought not to 
be subjects of serious controversy hereafter. 

Of course all this does not imply that silver 
is to have no place in our monetary system 
for the future. What is to be the ultimate 
fate of that metal is one of the problems 
which time and events alone can solve. But 
for many years, notwithstanding all our legis- 
lation for its support, the fluctuations in its 
value have been so rapid and so great as to 
demonstrate the fact that it cannot be safely 
coined without limitations into money of final 
redemption at the existing ratio, or at any 
other ratio that might be fixed by law. It is 
not possible under existing circuinstances for 
any one government to establish and main- 
tain a stable relation between the two metals. 
For this reason alone, if there were no others, 
we are bound to place some reasonable lim- 
itations on the coimage and use of silver. It 
is for the futurs to determine what those lim- 
ita tions of safety shall be. 


THE MANUFACTURES BUILDING. 

The Assistant Corporation Counsel thinks 
there are legal objections to placing the Man- 
ufactures Building on the Lake-Front. One 
of them is that when the ground in question 
was given to the city by the General Govern- 
ment it was on the condition that it should 
remain free from buildings, and that the 
owners of the property fronting on Michigan 
avenue havea right to be compensated for 
any injury done them by erecting buildings 
there. The Assistant Corporation Counsel ad- 
mits that these easements can be condemned, 
so that the property-owners, were they so in- 
clined, could not prevent the occupation of 
the Lake-Front, but he says the necessary 
legal procecdings would take a great deal of 
time. 

This objection is more fanciful than real. 
The owners of the property fronting on Dear- 
born Park gave their consent to the erection 
of the Public Library Building. It was not 
necessary té con@emn their easements. The 
Michigun avenue property-owners know that 
sooner or later there will be structures on the 
Lake-Front whether they like it or not, and 
that the best thing for them to do will be 


to consent to the removal of the Manufact- « 


ures Building there, for if they do not some- 


thing less likely to enhance the-value of their 


land may be put up on the east side of the 
avenue, And furthermore, if the owners of 
the abutting property see the people of Chi- 


cago substantially unanimous in favor of thee 


Manufactures Building they will not resist 
the pressure. 

It is the opinion of the Assistant Corpora- 
tion Counsel that it would be “a manifest 
evasion ’”’ of the law for the directors to re- 
move the Manufactures Building tothe Lake 
Front and for the city totake it as part of its 
amendment 
says the city authorities may take in whol 
or part of the sums coming to them any per 
manent improvements placed on land held o 
controlled by them.” It is not required that 
those improvements shall have been made 
for Fair purposes. There is no provision as 
to when they shall have been placed on city 
property, whether before the Pair opened or 
after its close.

MINISTER THURSTON’S REPLY. 

Minister Thurston has made a personal, 
straightforward, and dignified reply to the re- 
port of Paramount Blount. Were it not for 
violation of diplomatic courtesy the reply 
might have been made even more convincing 
and gone more directly to the settlement of 
the question at jssue, but even with this draw- 
back Minister Thurston’s answer sufficiently 
disposes of Blount’s ex parte report.

but also forthe good order of the city. They 
were not landed for the purpose of overawing the 
Royalists or frightening the Queen into submis- 
sion. We were compelled to recognize the de facto 
government, which was the provisional govern- 
ment. Had the government of the Queen been 
the do facto government we would have certainly 
recognized it. Affairs on the island were in a 
chaotic state and the American citizons demanded 
the landing of the troops, and even if this de- 
mand had not been made I should have con- 
sidered it necessary for the publie safety to have 
had the marines on shore. 

But whether Minister Thurston’s or Para- 
mount Blount’s statement be the correct one, 
and even assuming that Blount’s is a true 
statement of the circumstances attenaing the 
overthrow of the Queen, with qll her corrupt 
and dissolute following, the policy of the. ad- 
ministration remains indefensible. If it be 
true that this woman has been replaced on 
the throne then it is-the first time in the his- 
tory of this country that the power of the 
United States, moral or physical, has been 
exercised to overthrow a republic and setupa 
monarchy—a fact which in itself should con- 
demn the policy, as it is repugnant to the in- 
stincts of the American people. But over and 
beyond this the Hawaiian Government has 
been recognized by the United States and 
foreign powers. The Cleveland administra- 
tion has accredited its representative to it 
with expressions of the highest respect and 
friendly cordiality. That government is now in 
power. It represents the intelligence of the 
people. It has been in power many months, and 
during that time it has preserved peace and 
order, given the islands good government. and 
advanced their material prosperity. This 
Democratic administration has no more right 
to interfere with it than it has to interfere’ 
with the government of any other compara- 
tively weak country. It has no right to re- 
view or seek to annul an act consummated by 
a previous administration. for as good Demo- 
cratic constitutional testimony already has 
shown the power to review and revise the 
action of a predecessor assumes higher power 
in the office which reviews than exists in the 
office whose conduct is reviewed.” There is 
no constitutional warrant for this assumption 
as applied to different Presidents, for the 
powers of one President are absolutely iden-

THE WORLD'S FAIR BUI 


‘ LDINGS. 

The proceedings of the conference of South 
Park Commissioners and Exposition Directors 
indichto that those two bodies will come toa 
satisfactory agreement in the course of time: 
Of course each of them will insist on making 
the best terms for itself it can, The Commis- 
sioners will exaggerate the damage which 
may have been done fo the park and the di- 
rectors will put the benefits at a rather high 
figure. 
and they will reach * acceptable compromise 
finally. 

It will take a nae time to figure out the 
benefits and damages. It is admitted that the 
north end of Jackson Park, which was the 
improved portion of it, has been injured. On 
the otlier hand the directors expended a quar- 
ter of a million to secure the elevation of the 
Illinois Central tracks. It is true that that 
elevation does not lessen the amdunt of money 
the Commissioners will have to expend on 
Jackson Park, and it adds nothmg to their 
revenues, but it makesthe park accessible 
with safety, which it was not before. It is 
hence an improvement of the greatest value 
to the citizens of the park distrlet and of Chi- 
cago generally. 

The most important part determined at the 
conference was that the Fair buildings which 
the people are most anxious to have preserved 
will pass from the handsof the directors into 
those of the Commissioners, who will take 
charge of them until their fate is settled final- 
ly. If it is decided to tear them down the 
Commigsioners can take their time about it 
and get far more from them in the way of 
salvage than the directors could, 

It was stated by the Commissioners that if the 
buildings were turned over to them they would 
not dream of tearing them down next year. 
As one of them put it, they would be allowed 
to remain till the people begged that they be 
torn down. As the buildings will not be re- 
moved next year it may be taken for granted 
that the Commissioners will take some kind 
of care of them in the meantime and will not 
suffer them to go to rack and ruin this win- 
ter. If these structures stand the snows and 
rains of the next six months better than Mr. 
Higinbotham thinks they will the public de- 
mand that they be not interfered with will be 
so strong that the Commissionets will have to 
yield to it. If they find that the buildings, 
kept in decent condition for comparatively 
slight expense, orm one of the chief attrac- 
tions of the park they will be glad to have them 
remain. It more money is needed for their 
maintenance the Legislature and the taxpay- 
ers will give it. 


“GUARANTEE INVESTMENT” SWINDLE. 

The officers of the Guarantee Investment 
company have been found guilty of. the 
charge made against them in the United 
States Court in this city. They are adjudged 
to have used the mails for improper "purposes 
—namely: the running of a scheme which, to 


all intents and purposes, is a lottery, though 


they have tried.to make it appear otherwise. 
Tuesday they were laughing in court over the 
supposed prospect of an acquittal. They were 
so sure of this that they recently had sent out 
circulars claiming that all their difficulties with 
the government had been settled satisfacto- 
rily to themselves and asking for ‘new 
business, which meant fresh victims. 
Now the laugh is on the wrong side of 
their mouths, and even their supreme 
gall cannot distert it to the semblance of a 
smile, They looked on the prosecution of the 
case as a weak one, but did not count on the 
fact that the bench is occupied’ by a strong- 
minded, common-sense Judge, who saw 
through their mean evasions and recognized 
it as his duty to protect the mails from being 
used to defraud the public. It is understood 
the managers ef this alleged guarantee 
scheme, the only guarantee it furnishes being 
to theinsel ves, have asked for afnew.trial, and 
if that be refused will appeal the case to a 
higher court. Agit is probable the new trial 
will not be granted, the case cannot be heard 
in the Supreme Court for several months 
to come, and as the mails may not 
be uged by them previous to such hearing 
it is likely that the Guarantee Investment 
fellows are at thé end of their rope for the 
present, though they are loud in declaration 
of intent to resume when that is possible. 
The wonder is that they have found victims in 
the past, and it will be a still greater wonder 
if they can find them after this exposure and 
denunciation of their methods, Their latest 
published announcement states that in the 
last thirteen months they had paid $189,000 
to 189 *‘ bondholders,” at an average cost of 
only $30 to.each one. As they do not pre- 
tend to make the money earn other money by 
putting it out at interest these payments 
could not be made except at the expense of a 
far greater number of other bondholders,” 
each of whom gets nothing and helps to pay 
‘the expenses of the nefarious business in 
addition to what is paid out to the few to 
whom the cash payments are “allotted.” It

Because Farrell objected to the regis- 
tration of unqualified persons on the last day 
of registration he was set upon by two, Demo- 
cratic bullies and beaten unmercifully.

But for the fact that other irregu- 
larities in the precinct in question are now 
being investigated nothing more would have 
been heard about the beating on registration 
day. The office of the Election Board seems 
to be to shield offenders against the law 
which it is its sworn duty to enforce. 


CrczRo has another sewer scandal, Last 
September the public press called attention to 
the outrageous eharacter of the work ona 
$360,000 sewer in the suburb. Now again 
the property-owners complain in reference to 
another sewer, the construction of which in- 
volves an expenditure of nearly halfa million. 
They say: 

We found that the sewers were built near the 
top of the ground, where in winter they would 
fresze up solid; that house jugetions in many 
places had been entirely omitted, in defiance of 
the fact that the ordinances and specifications 
furnished the contractors provided that such 
junctions should be provided at the rate of one 
for each lot along the entire sewer system. 
Again, the sewer was laid with absolute disre- 
gard to grade. In some places, where the flow of 
water was designed to be in a certain direction, 
the sewers were built as if the water should run 
up hill. There were elevations and depressions 
all along the line, poor material had been used, 
and in general the work was of the worst possi- 
ble description. 

The residents of the territory where the sewer 
was constructed assert that the town authorities 
had notice, time and time again, of the slipshod 
manner in which the sewer was being construct- 
ed, but for some unexplained reason no attention 
was paid to the protests and the work was al- 
lowed to be carried to completion under the 
direction of an inspector. 

Comment is hardly necessary. Jobs of this 
kind are inevitable under the jurisdiction of 
petty town boards. They are impossible in 
large cities, where the super vision of the offi- 
cials is supplemented by the watchfulness of 
the public press. The sooner Cicero comes 
within the city limits of Chicago the sooner 
will jobbery of the kind complained of cease, 
The Cicero people made a mistake, in voting 


against annexation a year and a half ago. 


Tue Rockford Register-Gazette, if the facts 
are as it states them, is justified in speaking 
of the recent verdict against itina libel suit 
brought in the United States District Court 
in this city as an inequitable one. The news- 
paper printed some incorrect statements 
concerning the plaintiff. It did so without mal- 
ice, but misled by theaccidental confounding 
of names by persons who knew him. There is 
nothing to show that those persons were actu- 
ated by malice. The original publication was 
followed promptly by the correction of what 
appeared to be an error affecting the main 
point. If the plaintiff had written to the 
paper and stated the facts the truth would 
have been printed promptly and gladly. He 
was not a resident of Rockford and was known 
to only a few who lived there. It is claimed 
that the publication inflicted no actual loss 
on him, and that for any injury done to his 
feelings he could have secured ample repara- 
tion by laying the facts in the case before the 
newspapef, and giving it a chance to make 
amends for its error, Thishe did not do. 
The verdict in the case was $7,000. The 
Register-Gazette thinks Ait hard that a rail- 
road should be made to pay only $5,000 for 
a human life, while a newspaper for an error 
committed without malice, and which it 
would have corrected if it had had an oppor- 
tunity, and when no actual damages have 
been inflicted, has to pay $7,000 damages.

This was the state of medical biological sei- 
ence when John Tyndall, a noted man of

The explanation was very

spores or seeds of the bacteria are every- 
where present in the air, and that excluding 
the air from any organic matter excluded the 
that common salt, creosote, etc., 
used to preserve foods were poisonous to 
bacteria and prevented their action, and that 
absence of moisture prevents germination of 


seeds. 

Tyndall’s discovery thatthe air was al- 
ways and almost everywhere charged with 
spores was scientific and poetical as 
His investigations of the sunbeam led 
to this discovery.

We are loath to put 
such a construction on the facts, for it would 
moan that the United States have been disgraced 
by a despicable effort to bully a petty power, un- 
dertaken without the authority of Congress; and 
that when the petty power showed willingness 
2 fight our bluff was followed by a prompt back- 

wh. 

The only other construction would reflect even 
deeper discredit on Mr. Cleveland and his Secre- 
tary of State, for this would force us to infer that 
Minister Willis, having failed to browbeat the 
Hawaiian Government, is waiting until by under- 
hand maneuvers he can weaken its hold upon the 
Hawaiian people, and instigate a revolt against 
its authority, which would give him a pretext for 
forcible interposi the pretext, namely, of

Mr. Willis’ failure to carry 
's program within a week after 
anding in Honolulu can mean only one of 
two things. It is either a backdown ora trick. 
Which it is, we shall learn the moment Congress 
reconvenes, when all the papers in the Hawaiian 
business will be peremptorily called for. Mr. 
Cleveland will find out that, instead of having 
Congress on his hands, as he is fond of asserting, 
Congress has him on its hands-to an unpleasant 
extent, and will keep him there antil it has 
taught him a fundamental lesson touching the 
depositary of war-making powers under the 
American Constitution. 

Should it turn out that Mr. Cleveland has or-

How Do You Pronounce Hawaii? 

How do you pronounce the name of the island 
kingdom which wants to be annexed to the 
United States?” was a frequent question recently. 
The most commonly accepted orthoepy is, Hah- 
wi-e,”’ the second syllable accented, and the “i” 
long as in pine.” The question was once asked 
of a high-caste Hawaiian lady, well educated in 
her ore and the English language. She an- 
swered: 

“The proper prounciation is Hah-vah-e-e. 
There is no ‘ u in our alphabet, and no letter or 
combination of letters which takes the sound of 
, as in English. The missionaries who first 
translated our language found it difficult to pro- 
nounce or express the sound which is, to my ear, 
n by the letter v softened and 
made Our ‘a’ is pronounced broad, as you 
pronounce it in fall,“ and our ‘i’ is like the En- 
lieh e.“ The rule is to pronounce every vowel, 
and as the exception to the rule does not affect 
the double ‘i’ in Hawaii you will see that the 
word is Hah-vab-e-e,’ "’ 

These are the twelvé letters of the Hawaiian 
language, with their pronunciation: A (ah) 0 
(a), L Ce). o (oh), o (00), h (hay), ke (kay), (lah), 
m (moo), u (no). p y), v (vay). ere is no 
sound of i, as in the ng ish 1 . except 
where ai“ follows . or, as o Hawaiian 
lady would insist, * v.“ reat differ- 
ence in the language as spoken by the high and 
low caste Hawaiians. The low-caste speak with 
a succession of explosive, staccato gutturals; the 
high-caste with a liquid flow that makes it a 
beantiful language. The insistence upon the 
“vy instead of ‘the “w” sound is considered, 
even by some of the educated and all of the un- 
educated as something of an affectation.—Lan- 
guages.

Since California is a land of sunshine and 
flowers, naturally it is the ideal home of the 
honey bee, and the State produced more 
honey than any other in the Union, the out- 
put last year being 6,000,000 pounds. 

A very pretty, as well as lucrative, industry 
which exemplifies the diversity of California 
farming is cultivation of flower seeds and 
bulbs, of which Santa Clara County alone fur- 
nishes more than one-half of all that are used 
annually in the United States. There is also 
a considerable and growing industry in the 
cultivation of hops. 

A belief is growing widely that there are 
great possibilities in the cuiture and manu- 
facture of cotton, flax, und other fibers as a 
source of labor and profit. It has been, at 
least, partially proved that tobacco of a 
superior quality can be produced in Cali- 
fornia, but the attention of Californians for 
the present 1s fixed upon other objects. 

The commanding feature of agriculture 
here is fruit-growing, a complete and econom- 
ical development of which will place Califor- 
nia beyond all comparison in this respect 
with any other community on earth. A few 
general facté will give some idea of the 
strides that have been taken already in this 
department of agriculture. The following 
shipments speak for themselves:

The export of citrus fruit in 1876 was 270, 
000 cases; in 1892, 1, 800.000 cases of sev- 
enty pounds each, or 126,000,000 pounds. 
These tigures make it practicable to appreci- 
ate the estimate of a prominent Eastern fruit 
grower, that the value of the total fruit crop 
of California for 1892 would not be less than 
$50,000,000. Uptoand including Oct. 23 
of this year green deciduous fruits to the 
amount of 105,600,000 pounds, or an aver- 
age of thirty-five carloads for every twenty- 
four hours during the first five months of the 
present shipping season, were shipped over 
one line. 

The volume of dried fruits shipped this 
year will far exceed that of any previous 
year, and is constantly increasing. It is a fact 
that California olive oil commands a higher 
price in the local market thau the best for- 
eign brands, and that Gur raisins and prunes 
are taking the place of the choicest im- 
ported articles. California grapes are 
conceded to be the most luscious and 
beautiful in the world. Experts from abroad 
acknowledge that the quality of the average 
grade of California wines is quite equal to that 
of the average grade of French German 
wines, and agree that this State has a great 
future in the manufacture of Wine as well as 
brandy. All the world has heard of the won- 
derful citrus belt in Southern California, but 
the orange and the lemon grow to perfection 
in the great San Joaquin and the Sacramento 
Valleys, and in other parts of the State as well. 

The United States report. on agriculture 
says: ‘California furnishes the highest ex- 
emplification of diversity in products, as well 
as freedom from oan competition, and 
yet there are more than 30,000,000 acres of 
arable land in this State remaining untilled. 
The increase in the value of real 
estate is a remarkable showing. From 
1870, the year the first overland railroad 
began operations, up to 1890, the as- 
sessed value of real estate in California had 
increased over $761,000,000; that is, nearly 
four times in twenty years. The State is now 
the richest per capita in the Union. Instead 
of only 1,250,000 people California could 
support, and that, too, with undiminished 
per capita,a much greater population than 
that of the States of New York, Pennsyl- 
vania, and Illinois combined, which is about 
12,000,000. 

In the great San Joaquin and Sacramento 
Valleys, not to mention other valleys not so 
large but equally fertile, twenty acres are suf- 
ficient to insure a good livi and snug sav- 
ings to a working family of five persons.

The tramps are organized and travel in gangs 
of from thirty to a hundred, with a captain and 
lieutenants. All parties joining them on the 
road are required to put up what money they 
have and a ticket is issued to each member, 
which entitles him to travel with the gang and 
eat with them when provisions are — 

Word was wired by the Southern Pacific 
officials here to leave the trumps at Lords- 
burg, N. M., if possible. 

Other gangs are said to be along the road 
and the Southern Pacific anticipates a great 
deal of trouble from them. 

Los Angeles Times: A party of about 250 
of the unemployed reached the city from the 
North yesterday. This number, in addition 
to the sixty who reached the city Wednesday, 
makes something over 800 men now in town. 

The larger party has a camp, or rather 
three camps, close together near the river, 
and about half a mile above the Buena Vista 
bridge. 

Leaders of the two parties called on Chief 
Glass yesterday afternoon and in response to 
their * for aid he made a canvass about 
town. In a shart time about three hundred 
loaves of bread were secured, besides a quan- 
tity of bacon, potatoes, canned corned beef, 
coffee, sugar, and other articies. These were 
soon loaded on two wagons. Chief Glass 
mounted the seat with the driver of one of 
these and the eatables were taken to the ap- 
proach of the Buena Vista street bridge, where 
the sixty men were given one loaf ot bread 
each and a portion of the other provisions. 

The trip was then continued across the 
bridge and up the river to a point near the 
Southern Pacitic crossing. 

Here a sorry spectacle was presented. Two 
hundred and fifty men, begrimed with dust 
and locomotive smoke, many of them in none 
too good clothing, and all with a hungry ex- 
pression on their faces, were be seen 
grouped about fires at Camps 1, 2, and 3, as 
they had named them. 

The arrival of provisions was hailed with 
apparent delight, but it was soon found that 
it was no easy matter to divide sacks of pota- 
toes and other things among so many men in 
a manner satisfactory to all, Some of the 
men appeared to be afraid they would hot 
get their share of the rations, but Chief Giass 
told them they must divide the things them- 
selves. The wagons were guickly unloaded 
and the contents divided as fairly as possible 
under the circumstances. 

A large number of the men had either over- 
coats or blankets, while some of them carried 
tin cans or pails, which could be used as cook- 
ing utensils. 

n order to cook a meal two railroad ties 
would be laid on the ground parallel to each 
other and about one foot apart. Smaller 
wood would be burned in between the ties. 
Pieces of railroai iron would be laid across 
and on these pieces of iron there could be set 
the square tin cans such as are used to hold 
coal oil. These cans, when well cleaned, 
would be filled with water, in which potatoes 
could be boiled or in which soup could be 
made, 

It is expected the men will leave town for 
the East some time today. They express 
themselves as hopeful that they can find work 
on the levee at New Orleans or on some of 
the sugar or rice plantations in Louisiana. 


THE ORIGIN OF ANTHRACITE COAL. 


A Theory Offered as Solution of a Mystery 
of Science, 

The main difference between anthracite and 
bituminous coal is that the former is devoid 
of volatile matter. Heretofore the theory gen- 
erally accepted to account for this difference 
was that presented half a century ago by Prof. 
Rodgers while conducting the first geological 
survey of Pennsylvania, says the Independent. 
Observing that the anthracite beds lay in 
the eastern part of the State, in close proxim- 
ity to the Archean axis of elevation, he sur- 
mised that these coal beds had, so to speak, 
been coked upon the elevation of the 
Appalachian chain; that is, he supposed that 
the heat and pressure accompanying the Ap- 
palach.an elevation, acting most vigorously 
near the axis, had distilied and removed the 
volatile matter of the coal bed nearest it. 

To adjust the theory to increasing facts 
Prof. Lesley added the supposition that the 
heat involved in this theory was brought up 
by conduction when the superincumbent
